THE NEW CHINESE WAR VESSELS. 


The formidable additions made to the Navy of 
China, which is commencing ‘to leave the ranks 
‘ of the infant Navies of the world, and which we 
our last iasae were shortly to pro- 
coed to China, have now all, rosched their op- 
pointed rendezvous at Spithead. It will not be 
amiag, therafora, to recapitulate adme of the de- 
tails of the five vessels which have already ap- 
peared in these columas. They are all under 
the command of -Adrniral Lang, whose rank of 
“Admiral in‘tho°Chinose; Navy hes béon oficially 
Yeoognised by tho British Governwout. This 
‘officer, as'is known to our readers, has boou of 
mout efficient sorvtoe to the Chingso in the orra- 
infsation of theie new navy, in. which effort he 
has been ably seconded by Liout.. Bourchior, 
his ‘right-hand, man in the work. His valao is 
moat thoroughly approciated by Li Hang-chang, 
uudar whose orders he is more’ particularly, and 
by the Chinese Governmont gonarally.. The os- 
timation in which he is held’ is ehown by 
the faot that though he was obliged, by tho 
rales of the English gorvioo, to rosign bis com- 
mission during the hostilities with France, di- 
reotly tho econtretemps was over he was re- 
Inatated. “With -the exception of tho torpedo 
- boat which hag an English orow, the vessels will 
‘be manned’ by Chines nian-of-war’s mon, who 
arrived somo tino sinco in the China Merchants’ 
Steam-Navigation Company’s steamer Taonan. 
The commanders and most of ‘the officers are 
likewise Chinese, but tney will ba assisted re- 
Sspeatively by officers of the British aad Gorroan 
navies. ‘The chief ongineors are likowiso British 
or German. In.speaking of tho crows we must 
cortaialy mention the good bekaviour of the men 
both at Neweastle and Stettin, where their con- 
duct has been of « most exemplary character. 
Clad in their bius serg. rigs, with red scarves 
and hata, they looked neat and workmanlike, and 
ag they are nearly all Northern Chinose thoir 
physique is ga In fret, taking them all 
round, they are rather a big set of meu. 

Passing to tho vassels, the Ching-yuen and 
Ohi-yiden ave what are known as Armstrong fast’ 
cruisers. They are superior in speed and arma:
